ditches, we advise that the Anophele.s 
mc^quitoes which spread m alaria do 
not breed In sewage-polluted waters. 
The portions of Town Branch and 
Mauvaisterre Creek above points of 
sewage pollution would serve as breed­ 
ing places for the mosquitoes capaijle 
of spreading m alaria and the sewage- 
polluted waters downstream would in­ 
hibit the breeding of such mo.squitoes. 
The Culex mosquito whlcli causes a 
more annoying bite than the 
Ano­ 
pheles mosquito will breed more m- 
abundantly in sewage-polluted waters 
than in comparatively clean water but 
the Culex mosquito does not spread 
m alaria. 


M alaria was much more prevalent 
In Illinois than for several previou.s 
years and is even more prevalent in 
Illinoi.s this year than last year; this 
Is true for northern Illinoi.s as well as 
southern and central Illinois. Malaria 
is a reportable dlsea.se and the mor­ 
bidity reports to this departm ent do 
not indicate 
th a t Jacksonville 
ha.sj 
had a high m alaria rate this year n,s 
compared to other munlclpalitle.s of 
cornsponding size. As a m atter of fa c t' 
the morbidity rate for Jacksonville is i 
lower than for Springfield w’here there 
has been n^' exposed sew'age-poUutcd 
ditches because the sewerage Improve­ 
m ent work a t Springfield was com­ 
pleted a few years ago and eliminated 
such place.s.
